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The Small TwoStory 


T HIS small two-story brick-veneer house has character in design, and departure from the stereo- 
typed in floor-plan arrangement, without impractical arrangement of rooms or the use of ex- 
terior detail that has not been proved. The driveway is so placed that it is not only attractive and 
convenient, but effects an economy, since no sidewalk is necessary. The placement of the living 
room provides ventilation from three sides. While this plan does not have a basement, a basement 
stairway could be built beneath the stairway to the second floor, with the basement-stair doorway 
opening off the kitchen porch. This would be an ideal arrangement. The obtaining of this base- 
ment stairway would necessitate the loss of the closet opening into the motor room.

A Compact Semi'English 

T HE two-story brick- veneer semi-English illustrated here is exceptionally compact, considering 
the number of generous-sized rooms. The plan not only offers four bedrooms, three of which 
have direct access to the baths, and one of which might be considered an extra bedroom for a house 
of this size, but it also has a sun room connecting the living room and stair hall. If desired a door 
could be inserted between the living room and stair hall. And there are seven closets. 
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The Bathroom in Glass 


T HE possibilities of structural glass in decora- 
tion — the originality and beauty of designs, 
and the lustrous colorful aspect it lends a room 
— have increased almost beyond belief. 

Many amazing things have been done with 
glass in recent years. One of the develop- 
ments— that of a nonfragile glass unaffected by 
changes of temperature — has given us a delight- 
ful, entirely new material for the walls of our 
homes. At first this was so costly that it could 
be used only in the more palatial homes; but 
now the manufacturing process has placed it 
within the scope of the average home owner, so 
that the modest but well-built house, whose 
builder can afford tile installation for the bath- 
room, may now have glass walls. 

This structural glass is very decorative; and, 
though it may be used in any part of the house, 
its characteristics make it especially acceptable 
for bathrooms. It does not absorb odors, and it 
will not crack, craze, or stain. It never fades, 
and it can be wiped clean with a damp cloth, 
scrubbed thoroughly if desired, or even washed 
off with the hose. Nothing of this kind destroys 
the surface, nor does it injure or fade the color. 

The two kinds of structural glass we are sug- 
gesting here comes in sheets of various sizes, 
from small tile effects to three-foot lengths. 
Each is applied to the wall with a cementing 
process, very much as tile is applied, the joints 


or lines between the glass sheets being either 
decorative or almost invisible, as one prefers. 

The material chosen for the smaller bathroom 
with shower is carrara structural glass in soft, 
light blue. This has the color in the glass itself 
— colored in the molten state, and then one side 
cut and highly polished. 

This type of structural glass comes in several 
colors and black and white. The black and 
white are very satisfactorily combined with 
colors or used together in modern scheme ef- 
fects. Designs are sand-etched on this, if de- 
sired, and are most lovely in a quiet but strik- 
ing way. These etched or carved designs are 
worthy of any room in the house. 

A different type of structural glass is chosen 
for the larger bathroom with its recessed tub. 
This is a clear plate glass, ground and polished, 
which has the design and color applied to the 
back. The color is fired on the glass, an electric 
process spreading a protective film so that the 
painted surface is not marred in installing. 

The sections of this glass are applied direct 
to the wall with mastic or cement process, as 
with the other type, and it becomes a perma- 
nent, waterproof surface of crystal glass on 
the outside with design underneath. 

In addition to use on walls, this glass is ex- 
tremely interesting in shelves and in mirrors; 
and it can be applied on old walls.

An Ideal Home for Entertaining 



T HAT this brick-veneer home is excep- 
tional both in the floor plan and indi- 
viduality of design is obvious. The ar- 
rangement of sun room, living room, and 
dining room across the front, with large 
plastered arched openings from both the 
sun room and dining room to the living 
room, provides an unusual amount of 
space for entertaining and also a feeling 
of spaciousness that is quite desirable. 

The entry, in which a coat closet is pro- 
vided, also has a plastered arched opening 
into the living room similar to the other 
arches mentioned. Other things readers 
are urged to observe are a large hall 
closet, direct bath access for all bedrooms, 
linen cabinets in baths, pantry, bookcase 
in living room, china closet in breakfast 
room, and outside doors to front bedroom 
and sun room.

A Homelike Duplex 



B ELIEVING that a great many people — especially 
those building with the intention of making their 
home in one half of a duplex apartment — desire to 
build something as distinctive as is to be found in the 
better cottages, HOLLAND'S is offering its readers a 
brick-veneer two-family cottage that has everything in 
appearance, modern design, and home-like feeling that 
could be expected in a one-family dwelling. 

This house not only could be built with pleasing 
effect in almost any face brick of good color, but also 
would produce an unusually pleasing effect in common 
brick painted white. Complete access to all rooms 
from the halls is a convenience offered by this plan 
that too often is not achieved in the planning of 
duplexes. 

Besides an unusual number of closets for a duplex, 
this plan also has a bedroom so placed that it can be 
opened into either side by the placing of a door into the 
other hallway, thereby promoting complete flexibility.

A DEVELOPMENT of fairly recent date that has justly received considerable popular support, is derived from 
the early homes of the Southwest. Part of this growing popularity is traceable to the fact that quite pleasing 
results can be achieved without a great deal of expense, especially when common brick, painted white, is used. 

The increasing appreciation of the convenience of an attached garage indicates that it is quite probable 
the average house of the future will be so arranged. It will be noted that the motor room does not open 
directly into any room, but into a small entry, providing access to both the living and dining rooms. The 

walls and ceiling of the motor room are of V- jointed 
car siding, with the car siding on the walls applied 
vertically. When the painter has finished, this pro- 
duces a room that has every appearance of belonging 
to, and being an integral part of, the house. 

The conveniences of the remainder of the floor 
plan are readily apparent, especially the kitchen with 
its refrigerator and range on either side of the cabinet. 
The kitchen cabinet next to the breakfast room is 
really a built-in desk or table, being open in the 
middle with doors and drawers on either side, and 
having a window that extends almost to the table top.

MORE BEAUTIFUL! 
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The Modem Kitchen 


T HE kitchen is no longer a prosaic place. 

With the beauty and smartness being put 
into the new ranges, refrigerators, and even 
water heaters, it now holds its own with any 
room in the house for attractiveness. 

In the kitchen illustrated, the porcelain con- 
sole stove has complete oven insulation, auto- 
matic oven heat control, new drawer-type 
smokeless broiler, and the simmer burner. This 
simmer burner is one specially constructed for 
slow heat when a food is to be kept warm or 
cooking at a low temperature for a long time; 
and it won’t blow out. 

Notice that here the broiler is above the oven. 
This arrangement is most satisfactory for the 
family that eats broiled instead of fried meats. 

However, if you like to make biscuits and 
bake light bread, or if your family must have 
pie or cake every day, you would select a model 
with the oven above the broiler. 

Notice also the heat deflector on this stove, 
shown behind and above the broiler, just in 
front of and below the two butterfly pot holders 
hanging on the wall. This diverter or deflector 
throws the heat up into the room and away 
from the wall so that the paint on the wall is 
never scorched and blistered. The stove is white- 


and-gray porcelain with platinum handles and 
black trim. 

The hot-water heater is one of the round auto- 
matic storage tanks, in the same light gray 
tone as the sides of the stove. Heating engineers 
tell us that the average home has a water heater 
under the capacity the family wants it to supply. 

These engineers advise families of three per- 
sons to have the thirty-gallon heater, as they 
have found that the twenty-gallon heater is not 
sufficient except for the family composed of 
one child and two adults, which uses hot water 
in reasonable quantities. 

Hot-water heaters are of twenty-, thirty-, 
forty-, and fifty-gallon capacities. The surface 
of the heater shown in our kitchen is as easily 
kept as that of the stove. 

In front of the water heater is one of the 
portable kitchen and bath radiant heaters. 
There is a handle at the top for easy handling. 

The refrigerator seen through the arched 
opening is especially nice. The white finish 
does not chip, is so durable it can stand ham- 
mering, and is highly resistant to rust and 
grease. Its silent operation and quick, thorough 
freezing unit are two of the things women like 
most about the mechanical refrigerator.

A Stately Southern Colonial 

T HIS stately Colonial brick-veneer house with its two-tory porch has no right, aside from the floor plans, 
to lay claim to any originality; but it does have every right to be proud of a design the ancestry of 
which reaches far back into the history of the South — a type so exquisite in its original conception that it has 
continued through the years to be greatly appreciated by a large number of people. 

The economy of a house of this type in relation to the effect achieved, especially where the entire house 
with the exception of the porch is under one roof, is possibly greater than could be attained in any other 
way. Obviously the floor plan is convenient and uncrowded, even to the stair hall, which is large enough 
not to give a feeling of being crowded and also to provide sufficient space for an adequate view of the 
beautiful stairway. 

Some of the other features of the floor plans that are most worthy of mention are: basement with stair- 
way from kitchen porch; downstairs toilet; pantry; a wealth of closets; and convenient arrangement of baths.

frame studio cottage with built-in motor room is intended to provide at a minimum expense, consider- 
ing the charming effect achieved, a comfortable, fully equipped home for those persons who are not 
satisfied with the space afforded in the average apartment. This was designed to afford a compact, convenient 
floor plan, and at the same time to achieve an arrangement that would assure an attractive, unusual front. 

Besides the many other conveniences, including two doors to the garage, probably the most clever achieve- 
ment is the short flight of stairs to the bedroom over the garage, the ceiling of which is 2' 6" lower than the 
ceiling of the living room.

T HE little house that has one room for 
the car is gaining rapidly in popular- 
ity, and today is furnished as attractively 
as any large home. In furnishing it, of 
course, the smallness of the rooms must 
be kept in mind. For example, only the 
living room of the studio cottage (see op- 
posite page) exceeds the garage in size, 
and that by only six inches in length; but 
everyone who sees this little home fur- 
nished appropriately wants to move in. 


The furniture in the dinette is maple, and the few 
pieces are scaled to the room, and harmonize instead 
of being parts of a suite. Even the oval hold-back on 
the drapery is of wood stained to match the furniture. 
The rug is hooked, in dark gray, orange, dark blue, 
russet, and black. 

The bedroom furniture is Early American cherry 
of handmade type. The wheel-shaped headboard is 
attractive and avoids the appearance of heaviness, 
and the footboard is decorated with an unusual open- 
work design. 

We believe the table-and-cabinet combination be- 
side the bed is much more serviceable than the usual 
night table without a closed compartment. The lamp 
has a blue-green pottery base and white shade. 

The chest has three large drawers. The roomy box 
on top has a mirror inside the lid. 

The dressing table has three drawers on each side 
of a shelf, with a solid back extending up to the shelf; 
and the chair is comfortable, with a wide seat and 
back. The lamps are small blue-green pottery jars 
with white shades. 

Not shown in the photograph are a cherry pedestal 
in front of the double window, for books or maga- 
zines and the sewing basket; a comfortable chair be- 
side it; and a tall wing chair. 

The walls throughout this little house are papered, 
and each pattern is selected to give each room the 
illusion of greater size. Choosing patterns from the 
new wall papers is a gay adventure in the realm of 
color and design, and the correct papers form delight- 
ful and proper backgrounds for the carefully selected 
furnishings. 

The entire house, treated in this way, is one to en- 
joy; and it has an abundance of both beauty and com- 
fort — two essentials never dependent on the number 
or size of rooms in making a home desirable.

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Attractive 
Frame Cottages 
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T HAT the small, inexpensive frame house need not be unattrac- 
tive has long been the contention'of the writer of these articles. 
The unattractiveness of so many of them — in fact, one might say 
most of them — is in a great many instances due to the feeling of 
the owner that he cannot afford to spend any of the small amount 
of money available for architectural service. 

The plans featured here are intended to offer a solution to those 
confronted with this problem. It is estimated that plan No. 10526 
can be built for approximately $2,500, and plan No. 10527 for 
approximately $3,000. 

That these frame houses are attractively, conveniently, and eco- 
nomically planned is evident at a glance. Both plans have halls 
affording convenient access to the various rooms of the house, 
together with ample closet space and the usual cabinet conveniences, 
including a telephone cabinet and ironing board.

A Modem American Story-and-a-Half 



T HE home here achieves a clever effect of masonry 
on a frame house by extension of the brickwork 
of the chimney to the corner of the living room. The 
brickwork of the chimney and adjoining wall is of 
common brick, painted white, and the remainder of 
the walls are covered with the popular wide bevel siding. 

A little study of small-house designing would prob- 
ably convince most people that the greatest possibilities 
for achieving an attractive small house lies in the story - 
and-a-half arrangement, since it presents much the same 
opportunities for molding the units into a pleasing 
arrangement as is offered by the much larger homes 
presenting a greater number of units to be utilized in 
creating the desired effects. 

The arrangement of the motor room, toilet, service 
porch, and basement stairway results in a number of 
very desirable conveniences: separation of the living 
room from the motor room by a short passage; pas- 
sage entrance from the front to the toilet; access to 
the toilet from the rear; access to the motor room from 
both front and rear of the house; and a grade entrance 
to the basement so placed that none of the dirt con- 
nected with the use of the basement is brought into 
the house, while at the same time retaining the same 
convenience of access to the basement stairway that 
would obtain were the basement stairway connected 
with the house proper.

A Rambling English Stucco 

T HE house offered our patrons here is exceptional in so many ways that it is difficult to decide the order in 
which to discuss its outstanding features. Probably the most important things are the extreme width, since 
it is largely responsible for the beautiful front, and an arrangement providing ideal ventilation and convenience. 
The principal exterior materials are slate shingles, copper gutters and conductors, stucco, rock, and steel case- 
ment windows. The use of two- 
by-six studs for the exterior 
walls provides sufficient width 
to permit a return of the stucco 
at the openings, so that the ef- 
fect is the same as that achieved 
by a masonry wall. The walls 
have a belt course of rock ven- 
eer extending up to the bottom 
of the first floor windows. 

An important thing about 
the house that is not readily 
appreciated when studying the 
floor plans is the charming ap- 
pearance of the arches opening 
into the hall from the living 
room, particularly the one that 
shows a portion of the stair- 
way with its ornamental-iron 
railing. 

A kitchen stairway, down- 
stairs lavatory, three porches, 
large terrace, and den are some 
of the things found in this 
plan which contribute to its 
desirability.

’ brick painted white, with green blinds and a green 
shingle roof, is a revelation of what can be achieved in 
modern small-house design. The better examples of 
early farm houses have left us a rich heritage which, if 
properly developed, can produce a house that is not only 
attractive and livable, but much less expensive than 
the European types. 

The cement floors of the terrace and porch are marked 
off in twelve-inch squares, and both have a red-brick 
border. The ceiling and walls of the beamed living 
room are of knotty white pine, finished natural; and 
to preserve the atmosphere established by these ma- 
terials, the floor is of random-width V-jointed wide oak 
boards. The opening between the living room and 
dining room has wide-paneled jambs, and the dining 
room, in turn, opens through double French doors to a 
terrace, which will afford a delightful summer dining room for those who like to dine out-of-doors. 

The stairways to the basement and the attic provide the most economical arrangement possible, since the 
basement stairway goes down under the attic stair.

A Camouflaged Duplex 



brick-veneer duplex is so completely dis- 
\D guised that there is nothing from the outside 
to indicate it is other than a residence. This dis- 
guise is further achieved by a clever arrangement 
of the sidewalk, which appears to be the conven- 
tional sidewalk of a private residence, with merely 
the logical addition of steps to the porch. 

Since this is a comparatively small duplex, the 
front has no expensive detail or construction, but 
depends for its beauty on general proportion and 
the correct placement of a small amount of in- 
expensive detail. 

This duplex is expected to appeal especially to 
the person who desires a comfortable home, but 
wishes to have a compact efficiency apartment to 
help carry the burden of paying for the house. 
While each apartment has only one bedroom, 
closets for roll-away beds provide two-bedroom 
accommodation in cases of emergency. 

Contrary to most small duplexes, this house has 
sides that are really attractive, achieved by both 
rear and front gables, with a flatter roof between 
the gables.

A New Idea in the Colonial Manner 



AT the so-often-heard objection to Colonial 
\D houses — that they are old-fashioned, stereotyped, 
and conventional — is not necessarily true is ably 
proved by the refreshingly original, yet unquestion- 
ably authentic, brick-veneer cottage here. The lack 
of development and use of the Colonial design for 
cottages must be traceable to the traditional inclina- 
tion to think of the Colonial house as two-storied, 
expensive, and imposing, which has not given the 
Colonial cottage its proper place in the field of small- 
house design. In fact, anyone bold enough to assume 
the risky position of a prophet would have a very 
good chance of being correct in prophesying that the 
Colonial cottage is about to come into its own in the 
appreciation of the general public. 

This design would produce a pleasing effect if 
excuted in common brick, painted white, which would 
give an excellent contrast with green blinds and 
green roof and blend nicely with the ornamental 
stonework around the front door. Some of the con- 
veniences of the floor plan not always found in a 
cottage are a front entry which permits a door to the 
bedroom, should the owner so desire; a door from the 
rear porch to the other bedroom; a conveniently 
placed basement stairway; a small and convenient 
hall; and ample closet space, plus a pantry.

Little Mount Vernon 


C"\f 0 DOUBT the reader will observe that the purpose of the designer in executing this frame Colonial cottage 
J \^was to capture as much as possible of the atmosphere of Mount Vernon, which is so dear to the Ameri- 
can public, not only because of its historical significance, but also because it is a beautiful Colonial creation. It 
is our belief, and the purpose to which this design is dedicated, that the small inexpensive home need not 
be unattractive, provided plans are available in which the same expert attention to the small house has been 
given that is usually given to the larger and more expensive house. 



The siding used is 10-inch beveled 
white-pine siding, mitered at the 
corners and to the casings, with an 
exposure of 8 inches from lap to 
lap. This siding is ap- 

plied over tar-impregnated, water- 
proof building paper and diagonal 
shiplap storm sheathing. 

An unusual floor plan has been 
achieved without any sacrifice of 
convenience, and includes practical- 
ly all the requirements for a modern 
cottage of this size.

A Southern Colonial 


C^JHIS two-story brick- veneer Colonial, with its two-story porch, stately tapered columns, 
v-^and shuttered windows, breathes the spirit of the Old South, and clearly reflects the 
demands of a people who required that their homes be not only beautiful, but practical and 
thoroughly livable. This house is unusual in that both floors are within the same rectangle, 
providing an inexpensive foundation and the most economical roof that could be had to 
cover the same amount of floor space. This economy has been achieved without accepting 
anything awkward in floor-plan arrangement, and also has produced an exterior that is 
attractive viewed from any angle. The spacious hall connecting the large living room and 
the dining room provides an excellent view of the beautiful stairway, which could hardly 
be fully appreciated in a small hallway in which a proper perspective could not be had. 
The front stairway goes up over the basement stairway and connects at the landing with a 
stairway from the rear, an arrangement that reduces the cost to a minimum. The basement 
is the width of the stair hall, extends from front to back of the building, and has a clear 
ceiling height of 7' 6".

£p*°HOSE people who feel that the possibili- 
ty ties of French influence in small-house 
design have not received the proper attention, 
will surely be pleased by the sketch presented 
this month.

A Real Log Cabin 
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PURELY no one who loves the out-of-doors could look 
j at this sketch without feeling a warming of the 
heart and remembering again the pleasure in getting 
back to nature, and also a long-felt desire for just such 
a cabin as this. This plan contemplates the use of real 
unbarked chinked logs for the exterior walls, with 
foundation and chimneys of native rock, giving a true 
log-cabin appearance. Where these materials are not 
available, log slabs, or log siding obtainable at lumber 
yards, and brick could be substituted for the logs and 
stone with pleasing results. While a chinked-log effect 
will be obtained where the walls are exterior walls, it 
was thought best for structural reasons to make the 
interior partitions of frame, covered on each side with 
vertical V-jointed shiplap. The floors are to be of ran- 
dom width V-jointed material and the fireplaces of 
natural stone. The ceilings are to be V-jointed car sid- 
ing, with exposed log beams. The effect of these log 
beams is particularly pleasing in the living room, the 
ceiling of which is raised about halfway up the rafters. 
All of the porch at the rear, including the screened 
sleeping porch, has the saipe treatment as the portion 
shown in the sketch. If desired, the bathroom could be 
omitted and the size of the sleeping porch increased 
by that amount; and if a much smaller cabin is re-, 
quired, the entire rear portion of the cabin could be 
omitted and a lean-to porch, the same as shown at side 
in the sketch, built entirely across the back. This 
would necessitate using the middle bedroom for a com- 
bined kitchen and dining room.

RANCE, whose people are universally 
known for things artistic, furnished the 
inspiration for the delightful little home 
shown this month.

A Colonial with a Large Porch 



N DESIGNING this brick-veneer Colonial 
cottage, an intimate, friendly, informal 
treatment has been used (instead of the for- 
mal dignity of the more pretentious conven- 
tional type), which permits a porch under 
the main roof across the entire width of the 
house, thereby giving the appearance of being 
an integral part, rather than something added 
or attached. 

The charm of this house lies in the correct 
proportions and placement of relatively little 
detail. This house done in the usual Colonial 
colors of red brick, white trim, green roof 
and shutters, and red brick border for the 
porch floor of cement marked off in small 
squares, should be, to the admirers of the 
Colonial, most pleasing to the eye. 

While the front is quite impressive, this 
dwelling is relatively inexpensive, due to its 
size, compact arrangement, and simple floor 
plan and roof.

5 PANISH architecture of Old Mexico as 
developed in Southern California fur- 
nished the inspiration for the design of this 
brick-veneer residence, with its clay tile loof 
of variegated colors. . 

The tile platform in front of the dining- 
room windows has an attractively curved 
metal covering, supported by gracefully 
turned spindles. The railings of the arched 
openings to the porch and the railings of the 
entry covering also have a splendid treat- 
ment. These features, together with the heavy 
carved timberwork of the entry covering 
and the ornamental iron grille of the living- 
room windows, produce an effect that is 
both distinctive and pleasing. 

The beamed ceiling of the living room, the 
plastered arch between the living room and 
the dining room, with its beautifully curved 
top, and the plastered book recess, with its 
open shelves and curved top to match the 
plastered opening, and the casement win- 
dows with their ornamental iron grille are 
the principal features of the living room.

A few of the details of this con- 
veniently arranged floor plan are a 
large pantry, an unusually large 
hall closet, direct access to bath 
from all bedrooms, and connecting 
rear bedrooms. The bathtubs are 
set in recesses having arched tops 
similar to the arch between the liv- 
ing room and the dining room. The 
breakfast-room cabinet is ample in 
size, and has a spindled and carved 
outline treatment in keeping with 
some of the exterior details. 





The Sunny South Meets Sunny France 
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chateaus of sunny France provided the inspiration for this residence, 
visits elongated floor plan, cross-ventilation, and numerous openings make 
it particularly adapted to the sunny South. In studying this plan, one can 
easily imagine that one can hear the ring of wooden shoes of the French 
peasants on time-worn, rounded cobblestones, which brings to mind the homy 
feeling and atmosphere for which the French homes are noted. This house, 
with its slate shingle roof, stone trim, brick-veneer walls, and restrained treat- 
ment should appeal to all persons who appreciate true merit* and are not wor- 
shipers of the ostentatious and cheap pretentiousness in architecture. 



r7^miLE the entire conception of 
' J ^this house represents a distinct 
variation from the stereotyped, a de- 
cidedly convenient and practical floor 
plan has been achieved. The outstand- 
ing features of the floor plan are: at- 
tached garage, outside entrances to 
porch and boiler room, incinerator in 
boiler room, complete ventilation for 
every bedroom — an important feature 
in those localities that have a prevail- 
ing summer breeze— and the ground 
level entry, which is two steps below 
the dining room, and one step below 
the living room, which, of course, 
makes it one step from the living room 
to the dining room and hall. This house 
has plastered walls, hardwood floors, 
tile baths, and a number of steel case- 
ment sash, disappearing stairway, and 
all the many things necessary to pro- 
duce a really good house. A view of 
the living room toward the mantel and 
the dining-room arch is shown by the 
sketch at the left. • 
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C/^HIS shingled cottage is intended 
^especially to appeal to those who 
appraise the intrinsic value of the 
appearance of a cottage without 
consideration for the expensiveness 
of the materials used, and who also 
have noted that many of the most 
attractive effects achieved are pecu- 
liar to and are produced only in 
frame construction. While this is 
not an exceptionally large or expen- 
sive cottage, the graceful sweeps of 
the large front gable, the wide view 
to be had from the living-room bay, 
and the softening effect of shingled 
walls indicate an owner apprecia- 
tive of a homelike, attractive resi- 
dence. 

The cabinet indicated in the break- 
fast room has a most attractive ar- 
rangement of small-paneled glass 
doors at top, an open space in the 
middle, and drawers and wood-panel 
doors at the bottom. The cabinets in 
the bathrooms have wood-panel 
doors at the top, drawers in the mid- 
dle, and ventilated wood-panel doors 
for soiled linen at the bottom. These 
bathroom cabinets are set on top of 
the tile base to prevent an insani- 
tary, untidy condition. The opening 
between the entry and living room 
has a segment-arch top. The trim 
around the outside of the front door 
is of unusual width, and attractively 
molded. Also, the front door is one 
of those unique and convenient 
doors, cut in the middle, and some- 
times called a Dutch door. It is to 
be expected that the large rear 
porch will prove an unending source 
of delight to the members of the 
family who enjoy sitting on a se- 
cluded porch on warm summer days 
and evenings. The rear view of the 
house is unusually pleasing, as is 
indicated by the detail sketch. 





Half Timber, Brick and Stone for Variation

(IT WAS the purpose of the de- 
) signer to achieve in this one-story 
Colonial the same graceful sim- 
plicity typical of the two-story 
homes of our Southern Colonials, 
the front porches of which were so 
often used for the dispensing of the 
hospitality for which the South is 
justly famed. The front entrance 
shown below by the detail sketch, 
with its fluted columns and general 
classical treatment, will no doubt 
appeal to the reader as a doorway 
that will be typical of the welcome 
that is always extended to the many 
friends possessed by most people 
who have a liking for Colonial 
homes. While only the front and a 
small portion of the side can be 
shown in this sketch, the remainder 
of the house, with its single-spaced 
shuttered openings and wood railed 
terrace, has the same simplicity of 
treatment and balanced proportion 
indicated by the sketch. 


C^THIS brick-veneer home 
has an unusually compact 
and convenient floor plan, es- 
pecially in regard to the short- 
ness of the hallway for a 
three-bedroom plan, and also 
because both bathrooms not 
only communicate with the 
hallway but with a bedroom, 
giving the occupant of the 
third bedroom an opportun- 
ity to enter either bathroom. 
Each bathroom has a towel 
cabinet with ventilated com- 
partment at the bottom for 
soiled clothing. The conven- 
ient kitchen cabinet, with its 
ample space, is thoroughly 
equipped with condiment 
holders placed in a conven- 
ient rack; flour and sugar 
dispensers suspended from 
the bottom side of the top 
cabinet, bread board, padded 
silverware drawer, metal- 
lined bread and cake drawer, 
and ventilated vegetable com- 
partment equipped with wire 
baskets. 
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CT^HIS Spanish stuccoed cottage, 
W having exterior walls of tile, is 
designed to appeal to all those read- 
ers who appreciate the simplicity 
and deliaccy of detail characteristic 
of this type of architecture. The 
Spanish grandee, with his love of 
comfortable living, would no doubt 
feel entirely at home in this house 
with its generous porches, patio, and 
unusual amount of cross ventilation. 

The quarry tile floors of the front 
porch and the terrace, the slate 
flagstone walks in the patio, and 
the tile roof are quality materials 
strictly in keeping with those indi- 
cated by the sketch of the exterior. 

The tile baths, having tubs set in 
recessed arches, are certain to prove 
sources of lasting satisfaction. The 
expected convenience of a dressing 
room is achieved in this plan by 
placing a quarter-circle top-dress- 
ing table, having a cosmetic cabinet 
and three-pieced hinged Venetian 
mirror in the corner between the 
bathroom door and the dressing- 
room window, and also by provid- 
ing a wardrobe having a spacious 
clothes compartment containing a 
shelf, with hanger rod below, small- 
er compartments for hats and shoes, 
and drawers for smaller articles of 
clothing which are concealed be- 
hind the doors of the wardrobe. 
The well-lighted basement, for the heating plant and other purposes, is placed underneath the breakfast room, 
kitchen, and kitchen porch, and is conveniently reached both from the inside and the outside by the use of a 
grade entrance.

An Inexpensive Frame Cottage 



C/^HIS frame cottage is a good example of what can be 
v_?achieved in an inexpensive house. The simple thing 
— such as curved roof eaves, wide beveled siding, circle- 
top front door, and large-columned open porch — employed 
to achieve this effect are gratifyingly inexpensive. In 
planning homes, occasionally the arrangement seems to 
fall into a natural position to produce a floor plan having 
unusual advantages. This floor plan, if the reader will 
overlook a slang term, is what is quite often referred to 
as “a natural.” In the matter of easy access, the following 
are some of the possibilities of the floor plan: rear-porch 
access to the hall; access to the kitchen from the rear 
bedroom, through the hall and kitchen porch; outside door 
to the rear bedroom, which opens onto the terrace and 
living-room porch; and access to the hall from the living 
room through the bedroom or dining room. In fact, one 
can go almost in a straight line from any part of the 
house to any other part, all of this being achieved without 
wasting space. Besides the usual short window over the 
kitchen sink, the kitchen has two full-length windows. 
The placing of the water heater on the service porch is 
an arrangement that is invariably appreciated.

Cottage with Flexible Plan 



C7£j*HE attractiveness of this front is so apparent that we 
^feel it unnecessary to place any emphasis upon the 
discussion of it. However, a few of the details— such as 
the chimney, with its stone ornaments, arched patterned 
brickwork panel, and unusual chimney top; latticed 
blinds; iron-railed porch arches; and especially the deep 
arch of the porch entrance opening— are worthy of par- 
ticular study. The side and rear, not shown, are equally 
as attractive as the side shown. The economy of the un- 
broken lines of the outside wall, which have been achieved 
without any injury to the interior arrangement or ex- 
terior beauty, is a feature that will be appreciated. The 
sun room, if furnished with a day bed, could be used as 
an emergency bedroom; or if the owner desires a third 
bedroom, it could be provided at the back of the rear 
bedroom, the hall access being provided by omitting the 
closet at the end of the hall. Entrance to the back bed- 
room from the driveway side, ample and conveniently 
placed closets, and sufficient cabinetwork — including 
’phone cabinet, ironing board, and disappearing stairway 
to the attic— are among the other features of this floor 
plan.

An Unusual Brick Veneer 



HE larger-than-average living room of this 
house, with adjoining porch, provides an ar- 
rangement that is somewhat different, and at the 
same time affords an opportunity to achieve a 
front that is both unusual and attractive. Very 
few houses having a chimney and entrance in 
front produce a living room* with as much window 
space and view of the street as does this one. The 
commodious, graceful arched porch has brick steps 
leading to the lawn on all sides. This, with the 
other features of the front, some of which are the 
gracefully curved gable, diamond leaded glass case- 
ment windows, flower boxes, and circle-top transom 
above the door, round out a front that is unquestion- 
ably attractive.

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More Than a House— 5 a Home 



CT^HOSE who feel that building a house is only the be- 
ginning of creating a home surely will feel that this 
one has to an unusual extent the requisites of pleasing- 
color, charm, and homelike feeling demanded by real 
home-builders. Furthermore, if the reader shares the 
belief of a great many authorities that the house one 
builds indicates the character and aspirations of the 
owner, then unquestionably the real home-lover will con- 
sider this a very fine type house. The large half-circle- 
top window, extending into the beamed and vaulted ceil- 
ing of the living room, is nicely balanced by the fireplace, 
flanked by a bookcase and a door at the opposite end of 
the room. The door and bookcase each has a half-circle 
top, and are the same size, producing a symmetrical and 
pleasing effect. Attention is called to the hall, which af- 
fords convenient access to all the rooms, and has also the 
unusual feature of direct access from the outside. The 
bathrooms are not only conveniently placed, but their 
location permits the opening of the windows into the in- 
side angle at the rear of the house, providing maximum 
privacy. Besides closets of ample size in each of the bed- 
rooms, the attention of the reader is called to the three 
closets in the hallway, the porch closet, and the large 
kitchen pantry. This storage space is supplemented by 
the attic, reached by a disappearing stairway, and, of 
course, the basement, the stairway to which is properly 
located next to the door to the kitchen porch. This is one 
of very few three-bedroom plans published which permit 
the opening of either one or both of the adjoining bed- 
rooms into the middle bedroom. While no openings are 
shown, the reader will undoubtedly understand that they 
may be had. The popular brick-veneer type of construc- 
tion has been used for this house. 
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A House of Proved Popular Style 
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HILE this brick-veneer house is thoroughly mod- 
ern and American in design, the reader will note 
that it has an English influence, characterized by 
steep gables, field stone, leaded-glass casements, iron 
rails, and Tudor brick arches to the porch. The con- 
venience of the floor plan is so apparent that it is 
hardly worth while to discuss it in detail, except for 
those things which are not clearly indicated on the 
floor plan. Some of the features are wide-jambed cased 
arches to entry and dining room from the living room 
— the dining-room arch having an unusually attractive 
appearance achieved by the use of an offset and 
bracket at each side; double fifteen-light doors be- 
tween the living room and porch; built-in tubs, set in 
arched recesses; and a hall that is wide enough in the 
major portion of its length to avoid the alleylike feel- 
ing so often found in hallways of three-bedroom plans. 
Among the conveniences to be found in this floor plan 
are mirror doors to entry and bedroom closets ; a cedar- 
lined hall closet; unusually large pantry; refrigerator 
alcove; generous-sized service porch, with mop closet 
and stairway to basement; spacious kitchen cabinet; 
breakfast-room cabinet, with leaded-glass upper doors; 
and bathroom cabinets, with ventilated doors at the 
bottom. 
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A House with a Sun Room 



O FFERED here is a brick-veneer house that is some- 
what unique, but, as is quite apparent, in no way 
bizarre. In studying the front, particular attention is 
called to the chihiney and entry. The dropped roof 
over the closet and the beveled wall on the opposite 
side, together with the large circle-topped paneled door 
flanked by the circle-topped casement in the closet, 
are, indeed, worthy of study. The large terrace has a 
beautifully ornamented iron railing which is supported 
at the steps by iron scrolls extending to the top step. 
The eaves of the entire house are provided with gut- 
ters and downspouts. The plan offers, besides the 
rooms usually found in a three-bedroom-two-bath plan, 
a room which is appreciated by a great many people, 
that room being the sun room. While this provides an 
extra room, it is also made practically a part of the 
living room by the use of a large plastered archway. 
The stairway to the basement goes down under the 
stairway to the attic, the doors to both stairways being 
conveniently and centrally located in the hallway. The 
basement has three generous-sized casement windows 
opening into an area, an arrangement which provides 
for ample light and ventilation, and also for the re- 
moval of anything that cannot conveniently be taken 
through the stairway. The usual ironing-board, tele- 
phone, breakfast-room, kitchen, and bath cabinets are 
to be found in this house.

A Pleasing Double-Gable Front 
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T ROBABLY the most outstanding feature of the 
front of this brick-veneer cottage is the large 
brick arch which protects the front door. This is 
a desirable arrangement, as the front door is a 
natural focal point, particularly where the entrance 
is near the center of the house and is set in a pro- 
jection topped by a gable. The openings of the 
porch have the same type arches as the one used 
at the front door. The other decorative effects of 
the front are achieved by the use of stone at the 
bedroom corner and in the chimney. No doubt the 
first thing that the reader will notice in the floor 
plan is that two of the bedrooms have direct con- 
nection with the bath, and that the entrance to the 
bath from the other bedroom is directly across the 
hall. Other noteworthy features of this plan are 
the stairway to the attic and the ground-level access 
to the basement stairway. This plan also affords 
direct access from the hall to every room of the 
house except the kitchen. And the prospective 
builder is offered two hall closets, a kitchen pantry, 
three bedroom closets, two bathroom cabinets, a 
breakfast-room cabinet, and a kitchen cabinet.
